No Relationship Between

ST. LOUS AP - Tile earth­ 
quake, which rattled furniture 
and dishes in Sikeston Wednes­ 
day night, apparently wus not 
related to the New Madrid quake 
of 1811. 
Dr. William 
C. Hays, Mis­ 
souri state geologist at Rolla, 
when asked if there was a r e ­ 
lationship said that the Wednes­ 
day quake, which struck eight 
middle western states, 
was 
west of the St. Francois moun­ 
tains, while the New Madrid 
tremor was east of that range. 
Dr. Otto Nuttli, a St. Louis 
University geophysics profes­ 
sor, said that the center of the 
quake was in Reynolds County 
in the Ozarks Mountains region 
of South Central Missouri. 
Dr. Nuttli said it probably was 
caused by a movement of rock 
along a granite fault, but was 
unable to determine at what 
depth the movement occurred. 
He said the location of 
the 
quake was determined 
after 


studying results of the univer­ 
sity seismograph and reports 
from the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, the University of Mis­ 
souri at Rolla and the Univer­ 
sity of Kansas at Law rence. 
Dr. Hays agreed with 
Dr. 
Nuttli. 
He 
said there are several 
geologic faults running south­ 
east and northwest through the 
state. He said the quake was 
in all probability caused 
by 
adjustment of the earth 's mass 
near one of the many faults or 
seam s in the rock crust. 
Dr. James A. Peoples, geo­ 
physics professor at the Uni­ 
versity of Kansas, described it 
as “ a big little earthquake—big 
for this region but a very ordi­ 
nary size for California." 
“ We believe it's something 
greater than magnitude 5 ," he 
said, adding that the quake's 
center was believed to 
have 
been about

60 miles 
southwest of St. Louis.

TAXATION TO FIT THE FACTS 
There can be little question 
that we need tax reform and 
sim plification of tax procedure. 
But som e of the proposals made 
in this direction overlook in­ 
escapable realities. 
We are often told, for example, 
that, for tax purposes, all prop­ 
erty and all income should be 
treated in precisely the sam e 
way. Appealing as this may 
t)e on superficial examination, 
it is totally unworkable. For 
certain kinds of property and 
income are surrounded by spe­ 
cial problem s and require spe­ 
cial treatm ent. 
This is particularly true of 
the natural resource industries. 
Some of these properties are 
wasting assets which are used 
up and must be replaced. They 
are 
in an entirely different 
position from a factory which 
can go on turning out products 
indefinitely. In other cases, the 
very preservation of natural 
resources — the assurance that 
they will still exist for the se r­ 
vice of generations yet unborn 
—demands tax policies which 
differ in some respects from 
the norm . 
Tim ber is a prim e example 
here. The need is to meet 
the current demand for wood 
products and also guarantee 
the future existence of tim ber 
stands. This very vital need is 
met by tree farming through

new growth equals or 
even exceeds the cut. But the 
tree farm er faces a very spe­ 
cial problem .

WASHINGTON -- 
Probably 
there are no more than 10,000 
Klansmen 
in all the Klans 
throughout the United States. 
This is very few compared with 
the post-Civil War days when 
Klan m embership ran over 
a 
million, or the days im m ediate­ 
ly following World War I when 
the 
Klan became 
a great 
political force as far north as 
Ohio, 
Indiana, New 
Jersey , 
Maryland 
and even atiolition- 
ist Kansas. 
Today the Klan would have 
little 
influence in the south 
w ere it not for three facts: 
1. Rs te rro r squads, which 
bomb, beat and kill by night; 
and whose meml>ers seem im­ 
mune to jury conviction. 
2. A great deal of financial 
support and sympathy for non- 
Klansmen such as m em bers of 
the White Citizens Councils. 
It’s estim ated that the Klan 
has about 100,000 supporters 
and sym pathizers who aid it on 
the side without actually being 
m em bers. 
3. Certain high-placed politi­ 
cians who give the Klan tacit 
support. 
Gov. George Wallace of Ala­ 
bam a, for instance, has the 
strong support of the Klan and 
has never renounced it. His 
predecessor, Gov. John P at­ 
terso n , also had Klan support, 
and Im perial Wizard Robert 
Shelton of the United Klans was 
som etim es seen in the Alabama 
sta te capitol. 
Even Dean Burch, chairm an 
of the Republican National Com­ 
m ittee 
during 
the Coldwater 
campaign, and Rep. William 
M iller of New York, candidate 
for vice president on the Re­ 
publican ticket, stated last year 
that they would not refuse Klan 
support. The tacit okay of such

On the other hand, Attorney 
G eneral Richmond Flower 
of 
Alabama has been waging 
a 
campaign against the Klan; also 
Gov. C arl Sanders of Georgia. 
Another Georgia governor, E l­ 
lis A m all, was one of the first 
to oppose the Klan publicly, and 
was even willing to stand on the 
steps of the Georgia state capi­ 
tol in Atlanta to introduce me 
when I accepted the Klan's chal­ 
lenge to come to Georgia. To­ 
day Arnall is running for gov­ 
e rn o r again and has the support 
of the Georgia power structure 
and many other political groups. 
The Klan, of course, is opposing 
him , 
In Louisiana the Klan is bit­ 
te rly opposed to Sen. Russell 
Long, Democratic senate whip, 
and to Rep. Hale Boggs, Demo­ 
c ra tic house whip in Washing­ 
ton. B /ggs voted for the Negio 
voting rights bill. On the other 
hand, the Klan supports Sen. 
Allen Ellender of Louisiana, 
who 
threatened 
to filibuster 
against this bill. 
One form er Klansman, who 
has kept me posted regarding 
inner Klan workings, states: 
"T h e Klan has already sent 
word down to destroy Sen. Long 
and 
Hale 
Boggs 
politically. 
Some of their killers would 
kill both of these men if they 
w ere sure that no jury would 
convict them ." 
However, 
the new 
voting 
strength of Negroes in the south 
is beginning to change the a tti­ 
tude of some law enforcement 
officers. 
In Natchez, M iss., chief 
of 
police J. T. Robinson, once r e ­ 
ported to be a Klan sym pathiz­ 
e r, now leans over backward to 
prevent Klan violence. Today 
th ere are 5,000 Negroes re g ­ 
istered as voters in the city 
of Natchez. The population of 
Natchez is 12,000 white 
and 
11,000 Negroes, and if all the 
N egroes 
reg ister, 
they can 
swing the balance of voting 
power. At present, Negroes are 
pushing the registration drive 
as hard as they can, but are 


being held down by local re g is­ 
tra rs , who will reg ister only 
nine an hour. 


OUTSIDE KLAN SUPPORT 
How the Klan is strengthened 
by non-mem ber support is il­ 
lustrated by the situation 
at 
McComb, 
M iss., where 
Phil 
Brady is the city selectm an in 
charge of police. Brady, a vig­ 
orous believer in white suprem ­ 
acy, 
introduced the Im perial 
W izard of 
the Klan Konklave 
on the county fair grounds a 
year ago last sum m er. To have 
a Klan sym pathizer in charge 
of the city police has inevitable 
impact upon the police when it 
com es to Klan a rre s ts and civil 
rights law enforcem ent. And to 
have that selectm an appear pub­ 
licly with the Klan strengthens 
the Klan even m ore. 
Another strong 
supporter of 
the Klan is m illionaire oil man 
Emmett Thornhill of McComb. 
Thornhill, once a m em ber of 
the Klan, told me; “ Pve been 
out of that outfit 
ever since 
they dropped the first 
three 
bombs. Let the law handle it, 
not the Klan.” 
However, Thornhill added that 
the local Klan had now merged 
with the United Klans of A m eri­ 
ca, which he described as “ a 
fine 
organization.” 
And he 
clearly showed his support for 
the Klan by paying for the ad­ 
vertising and the radio broad­ 
cast of Im perial W izard Bob 
Shelton when he came to ad­ 
d ress 
a crowd 
at 
the fair 
grounds in McComb in 1964, 
Thornhill can well afford to put 
up a little money of this kind 
since his income is reported to 
be $360,000 a year. He told me 
that his son’s bicorne was $28,- 
000 a month. 
“ You mean $28,000 a year?” 
1 said, thinking I 
had m is­ 
understood. 
“ No, 
$28,000 
a 
month,” 
Thornhill corrected.

tion. 
Few A m ericans know cargo 
slinging as does “ Teddy." After 
he 
returns 
to report 
to the 
Pentagon and State Dept, on 
what’s needed for the shifting 
of this vast tonnage into a tiny 
nation over ancient p iers, he’ll 
dispatch cadres of volunteer un­ 
ion longshoremen to show the 
South Vietnam ese what modern 
stevedoring really m eans. 
But, really, 
Teddy Gleason 
will be doing m ore than that. 
He will be giving the living lie 
to the Sino-Soviet propaganda 
charge that the people of Ameri­ 
ca are with the draft card burn­ 
ers and Viet Cong friendship 
com mittees, 
which positively 
were scattered through many 
“ peace" parades the other Sat­ 
urday. 
Behind Gleason are powerful

“ Shopper-mobility” 
is a term of critical 
meaning to the modern retailer. 
The ability of the consumer to move quickly 
and easily to distant shopping centers affects 
the survival of nearly every retail firm. It 
should be a major factor to consider in the 
planning and preparation of retail advertising. 
Good advertising is the best insurance a local 
retailer has that increased shopper-mobility 
will be a blessing rather than a portent of 
disaster. 
The American retailer in every trade center 
has more prospective customers, with more 
money to spend, than at any time in history. 
How’ever, the prospect can travel ten miles 
almost as easily as he can travel ten blocks. 
Advertising can, and does, move the shopper 
ten to fifty miles from his home. It may more 
easily keep him at home. 
“ Shop at home” pleas by the local newspaper 
cannot have much effect unless the advertising 
of local merchants provide proof that local 
goods are competitve in price and quality. 
The shopper, like the merchant, is primarily 
interested in his personal welfare. He passes 
up the local retailer only when he supposes 
that he will gain by moving to other areas. 
A Chicago advertising executive, Paul S. Hirt, 
sums up the problem of dealing with shopper 
mobility: “Attracting traffic is the first business 
of an ad. No matter how many potential prospects 
may be in his area, a merchant can’t sell ’em 
if he doesn’t see ’em .”

Ezekiel had a m essage for his 
people. The m essage was con­ 
ditioned by the problem s and 
circum stances of his era, but 
the substance of the m essage Is 
valid now. It is valid because he 
preached, not his own word, but 
the word of God. 
In reading Ezekiel, we must 
determ ine what he meant In the 
sixth century B. C., and then ask 
what he means when he is read 
today. In sum m ary, chapters 
1-24 announce the approaching 
fall of Jerusalem ; chapters 25- 
32 contain prophecies against 
foreign nations; and chapters 
33-48 describe the future res­ 
toration of Israel. 
One day Ezekiel took a soft 
mud brick and drew on It an 
outline of the city of Jerusalem . 
Around the city he sketched 
battering-ram s and other In­ 
strum ents of war. Then he sat 
before the picture and took his 
m eals, rationing his food as lf 
it were a tim of hunger caused 
by a long siege. 
He was dem onstrating 
what 
would happen to Jerusalem lf 
Israel did not return to God. 
Finally, as a last grim pic­ 
ture of the end, he went into 
mourning and shaved his head, 
as of lamenting in anticipation 
of the many who would lose their 
lives 
if Jerusalem 
were tie- 
sieged. 
Tills som ber prophesy went 
unheeded. Tile people persisted 
in believing that no harm could 
come to Jerusalem 
and the 
Tem ple. They were, however, 
deeply mistaken. 
The book of Ezekiel cannot be 
understood unless it is read in 
the light of the tim es in which 
it was written. Nor can it be 
fully understood unless it Is 
read in the light of our own 
tim es. It is not sim ply an his­ 
torical 
account. 
It 
contains 
many 
an enduring m essage, 
which is as applicable to our 
own day as it was to the peo­ 
ple in the time of Ezekiel.

FISH-HUNT COMBO 
About the time when fishing 
starts getting good again, along 
comes a mallard or honker to 
spoil the fun. Rods 
are ex­ 
changed for scatterguns quicker 
than It takes a bass to bust a 
lure, and fishin’s pushed out of 
the outdoors picture fora while. 
I f s unfortunate so much fish­ 
ing is neglected for there’s a 
great opportunity awaiting the 
man who takes lx>th rod and gun 
into the field. 
Fish and waterfowl have a lot 
in common, at least from the 
sportsm an’s point of view. They 
both are taken around the same 
habitat— water. This happy oc­ 
curence means that it is pos­ 
sible to enjoy hunting and fish­ 
ing on the same trip. . .even 
the same day. 
Let’s suppose you head out to 
a m arsh for a day's shoot. 
The dawn breaks clear and 
still, and the morning warms 
until your “ long johns” are un­ 
comfortable. After the early 
feeding flight, "blue bird” sky 
conditions prevail, and there’ll 
l>e little activity until evening. 
Instead of straining your eye­ 
balls 
for distant specks that 
aren’t there, why not crank up 
the motor and visit a few loca­ 
tions where warming conditions 
are bringing the fish to life. 
For many hunters, these same 
m arsh- and water-lands 
are 
the same areas fished earlier 
in the season. Thus, it’s merely 
a simple chore to dunk a bait 
in familiar territory. 
At this season your chances 
of getting fish are exceptionally 
good. And, even if you fail to 
score 
with a shotgun, you’ll 
have a successful day and re­ 
turn home with meat for the pot. 
So, take this advice, and pack 
some fishing gear in with your 
hunting duffle. If the birds aren’t 
accommodating, 
fishing m ay 
make it up. 


Hunting Better 


COLUMBIA--Missouri’s 1965 
rabbit season, the most popular 
p art of which is yet to come, 
ought to be a good one. 
Kenneth Sadler, biologist for 
the Conservation Department, 
said rabbit -hunting success is 
expected to be slightly better 
than last year on a statewide 
basis. 
Rabbit populations are studied 
in eight regions of Missouri. 
In six of these eight, popula­ 
tions are higher now than they 
were last year. The regions are 
drawn according to types of 
land and kind of wildlife found 
in them. 
Tho rabbit population through­ 
out the state is 14 per cent 
higher than last year, although 
the regions vary as much as 64 
per cent from last year’s popu­ 
lation. 
The population in the Ozark 
Plateau region is up 48 per 
cent from last year's figure, 
but with a very low rabbit popu­ 
lation to begin with, the hunting 
there ought to be no more than 
fair. In the Mississippi Low­ 
lands region, the population is 
64 per cent lower than last 
year, with last year’s popula­ 
tion reported extremely low. 
The population In the Western 
P rairie region Is up 44 per 
cent 
this year. Last year’s 
population was also very high, 
so the hunting outlook in that 
region is experted to be excel­ 
lent. 
Another very good 
hunting 
region this year will be the 
Western Ozark Border, where 
the increase is not great but 
where the population remained 
near last season’s extreme high 
count. 
The Northwest Prairie region 
of the 
state should 
offer 
m oderate 
hunting 
success, 
while good hunting may he ex­ 
pected in the Northern River­ 
b a n k s and the Northeast Rlver- 
breaks. The North and East 
Ozark Border, near St. Louis 
in the area South of the Mis­ 
so u ri River is expected to yield 
only 
moderate hunting suc­ 
ce ss this fall, Sadler said. 
He said heavy rains in many 
p arts of the state may cause 
local variations in the popula­ 
tion of rabbits and in hunting 
success. Regions reported to 
have 
high population 
may, 
therefore, 
contain 
smaller 
are as where hunting will be 
poor. 
The Missouri rabbit season 
opened Mry 30 and will continue 
to next March I.

American Labor Union

Unicef In 1966 


Q UESTIO N : 
Would you say 
that our unions show that “ lack 
of a labor conscience” rather 
habitually in their attitude to­ 
wards inconvenient public law s? 
D r. Leo Wol man, professor of 
economics, 
Columbia 
Uni­ 
versity, 
charges that unions 
have taken — and been conceded 
— a position beyond the 
law. 
He complains of a “ wrong pub­ 
lic policy and the incapacity or 
unwillingness of 
public 
of­ 
ficials to enforce simple laws 
— state, local, and federal — 
when they apply to organized 
labor.” 
Roscoe Pound, 
too, 
form er dean of Harvard Uni­ 
versity Law School, and one of 
A m erica's most respected legal 
authorities, complains of “ the 
substantially general privileges 
and immunities of labor unions 
and their members and 
of­ 
ficials 
to commit wrongs to 
person and property, to inter­ 
fere with the use of highways, 
to break contracts, to deprive 
individuals of the means 
of 
earning a livelihood, 
to con­ 
trol the 
activities 
of the 
individual 
workers and their 
local organizations by national 
organizations 
centrally 
and 
a rb itra rily 
administered be­ 
yond the reach of state law. . . 
things which no one else can do 
with 
impunity.” Among 
the 
licenses 
they 
assume 
are 
“ Interference by pickets with 
streets and highways, 
which 
would be a nuisance if done by 
ordinary people. . . assaults 
on d rivers, and overturning of 
trucks and breaking of windows 
and destruction of carts, and for 
that matter 
bombing of shops 
and houses and throwing oftear 
bombs, for which there is no 
legal rem edy.” (In the midst 
of this mass lawlessness, we 
are 
reminded that the AFL.- 
CIO has a “ very detailed code 
of ethics” ! Unfortunately, how­ 
ever, the code, while concerning 
itself with Fascism , Commu­ 
nism, and offenses against union 
members, says nothing about 
strikes and picket line conduct, 
or the multiple other offenses 
against the public order that 
we have just pointed out.) 
Q UESTIO N : Would you say also 
that secularism 
and hostility 
towards the management com­ 
monly go together? 
The worst thing I have ever 
heard in that matter was said 
in the Commonweal (June 15, 
1956, p. 271), very friendly to 
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unions. The passage runs as 
follows: “ Many times it is dif­ 
ficult not to get the im pres­ 
sion during labor-management 
negotiations that the workers 
cannot wait to go out on strike 
and are reluctant to go back to 
work. It has been pointed out 
that men strike not so much for 
better wages, hours and condi­ 
tions, but simply to express 
their deep hatred of their em­ 
ployers, their work and their 
way of life.” 
I think that in all fairness, 
such facts as those should be 
considered when we hear of 
employers 
being unwilling to 
see their plants unionized. Re­ 
membrance 
of 
such 
union 
animosity should prevent 
one 
from making such charges as 
the following, made and 
re­ 
peated by clerical champions of 
unionism: “ It is not at all un­ 
common that Catholic employ­ 
ers are as bitterly anti-union 
as non-Catholics who lack the 
directive norms of the Church. 
In other words, most Catholic 
businessmen . . .look on labor 
unions as ‘an intrusion on the 
sacred prerogatives of manage­ 
ment*.”

CAIRO — The C airo board- 
of 
education 
Monday night 
adopted a 
resolution 
placing 
it on record in favor of 
a 
junior college 
district 
belue 
formed in the five-county area 
of Alexander, Pulaski, Union, 
Massac and Johnson. 
Following 
adoption of the 
resolution, a committee 
was 
appointed to work with other 
school 
officials in 
the five- 
county area to organize a junior 
college district. Board mem­ 
bers Jim Flanary 
and Buddy 
M iller were appointed, along 
with Supt, of Schools Harold 
Mescher. 
Organizational efforts 
have 
been underway several weeks 
prim arily 
spearheaded 
by 
school 
adm inistrators 
and 
board members. 
A new state statute makes it 
mandatory for a school district, 
starting in 1966, to pay tuition 
costs for any high school grad­ 
uate who wishes to attend 
a 
junior college. School districts 
were authorized to levy 
a 
special tax for these tuitions. 
If a junior college district is 
formed that complies with min­ 
imum 
standards 
of assessed 
valuations and population, the 
state will finance up to 75 per­ 
cent of the cost of the new col­ 
lege. 
Some school officials in lower 
Southern 
Illinois have become 
concerned that this area would 
be annexed by larger 
junior 
college districts that a re being 
formed in adjacent areas. 
Mescher told the C airo board 
that the junior ''"liege move­ 
ment for the five-county area 
was progressing on schedule 
with a steering committee 
at 
the five-county level expected 
to be in operation by Nov. 30. 
Shortly after this, voters in 
the district must decide whether 
to form the district. 
Mescher 
said that by 1970 
it was expected that only junior 
and senior students w ill be ac­ 
cepted into

leges —mainly due to lack of 
facilities.

No Relationship Between 
Wednesday And 1811 Quake 


ST. LOUIS AP — The earth­ 
quake, which rattled furniture 
and dishes in Sikeston Wednes­ 
day night, apparently was not 
related to the New Madrid quake 
of 1811. 
Dr. William 
C. Hays, Mis­ 
souri state geologist at Rolla, 
when asked if there was a re ­ 
lationship said that the Wednes­ 
day quake, which struck eight 
middle western states, 
was 
west of the St. Francois moun­ 
tains, while the New Madrid 
trem or was east of that range. 
Dr. Otto Nuttli, a St. Louis 
University geophysics profes­ 
sor, said that the center of the 
quake was in Reynolds County 
in the Ozarks Mountains region 
of South Central Missouri. 
Dr. Nuttli said it probably was 
caused by a movement of rock 
along a granite fault, but was 
unable to determine at what 
depth the movement occurred. 
He said the location of the 
quake was determined 
after 


studying results of the univer­ 
sity seismograph and reports 
from the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, the University of Mis­ 
souri at Rolla and the Univer­ 
sity of Kansas at Lawrence. 
Dr. Hays agreed with 
Dr. 
Nuttli. 
He said there are several 
geologic faults running south­ 
east and northwest through the 
state. He said the quake was 
in all probability caused 
by 
adjustment of the earth's mass 
near one of the many faults or 
seams in the rock crust. 
Dr. James A. Peoples, geo­ 
physics professor at the Uni­ 
versity of Kansas, described it 
as “ a big little earthquake—big 
for this region but a very ordi­ 
nary size for California." 
“ We believe it's something 
greater than magnitude 5," he 
said, adding that the quake's 
center was believed to

Joseph G. DuBois, a used car 
salesman who 
said he was 
treasurer of the Goldsboro Klan 
Klavern, turned over records 
and documents of his unit to the 
House Committee on Un-Ameri­ 
can Activities. 
The committee, which is mak­ 
ing a general investigation of 
the Klan, had subpoenaed the 
records. 
In earlier sessions this week 
of the investigation, higher lead­ 
ers of the Klan had refused to 
turn over any records or answer 
any questions. 
DuBois told the committee he 
had been advised to “ stand on 
the Fifth Amendment." But he 
said “ 1 think that will not help 
my record. Any vows I took in 
the Klan are secondary to my 
loyalty and integrity to the na­ 
tion...God is first, then country. 
I have no intention to take the 
Fifth no matter what." 
The Fifth Amendment of the 
Constitution provides no one can 
be forced to give testimony that 
would incriminate him. This 
amendment was invoked by pre­ 
vious Klan witnesses, including 
Imperial Wizard Robert Shelton 
of the United Klans of America, 
m refusing toanswer questions. 
Though refusing to talk when 
in the witness chan , Shelton has 
been a talkative man when out 
of it. “ You don't see me wor­ 
ried, do you?" he said to re­ 
porters Thursday. 
The pudgy DuBois proved to 
be a different breed of Klans- 
man. 
After he was sworn in, he re­ 
marked “ I haven't been this 
nervous s'nee I was in action in 
Guadalcanal." 
He told of having to go to 
work at the age of 15 to support 
his mother and sister. He said 
he joined the Civilian Conserva­ 
tion Corps and then joined the 
Marines in 1941, serving in 
man} Pacific liattles. 
After the war, he continued, 
he attended night school to com­ 
plete his nigh school education, 
and went into the used car busi­ 
ness in Goldslioro in 1951. 
He said lie joined the Klan 18 
months ago, feeling that its pur­ 
pose was “ the betterment of the 
country." 
Goldslioro Klansmen, he said, 
were “ garden variety Ameri­ 
cans" and “ as far as I know 
there is nothing subversive in 
it." 
He said lie had told the local 
Klavern al>out the committee 
subpoena md by a unanimous 
show of hands they gave him 
permission to turn over the rec­ 
ords. 
Nonetheless, he told the com­ 
mittee “ I would like to resign 
as a Klan member and treasur­ 
er of my unit." 
Chairman Edwin E. Willis, 
D-La., told uiiii “ 1 congratulate 
you for volu itaril;, saying what 
you said. I suy am en." 
DuBois said, “ I am a Baptist 
and a Christian and I intend to 
tell the truth, I hope I am not 
hurting anyone. Back when I 
was lighting I didn't know what 
I was fighting for. Now 1 have 
a wife and children and I know 
what 1 am fighting for. There 


are things I don't approve in the 
government, handed down by 
the government... 
“ Tiie greatness of his country 
is not only government, but in 
spite of the government." 
DuBois produced the records 
from a brief case and handed 
them over in a leather pouch. 
He said he would like to have 
them returned b e c a u s e the 
Klavern had entrusted him with 
them. 
He said he thought he might 
be persecuted. Willis told him, 
“ If there are any threats, you 
just let us know ...I'll let the fur 
fly." 
As DuBois testified, Shelton 
sat watching intently in a front 
row of the audience. So did 
James R. Jones, grand dragon 
of the North Carolina Klan. 
Both these Klansmen had re ­ 
fused to answer all questions 
asked by the committee. 
The committee recessed for 
lunch at this stage. 
DuBois, questioned by report­ 
ers, said the reason he resigned 
was that he was contacted this 
morning—by whom he wouldn't 
say—and told to take the Fifth 
Amendment. 
He expressed belief that “ only 
a Coinmuiist takes the Fifth 
Amendment or someone with 
something to hide." 
He said his record was “ un­ 
blemished" and he wanted to 
keep it that wav for his family, 
including three children. 
Was lie afraid because of his 
action? 
“ Yes," said DuBois, “ I'm in 
the middle." 
He said he was worried not 
onl} alxmt retaliation from the 
Klan but from Negroes with 
whom he does business and who 
didn't know he was a Klans man.

TAXATION TO FIT THE FACTS 
There can be little question 
that we need tax reform and 
simplification of tax procedure. 
But some of the proposals made 
in this direction overlook in­ 
escapable realities. 
We are often told, for example, 
that, for tax purposes, all prop­ 
erty and all income should be 
treated in precisely the same 
way. Appealing as this may 
be on superficial examination, 
it is totally unworkable. For 
certain kinds of property and 
income are surrounded by spe­ 
cial problems and require spe­ 
cial treatment. 
This is particularly true of 
the natural resource industries. 
Some of these properties are 
wasting assets which are used 
up and must be replaced. They 
are in an entirely different 
position from a factory which 
can go on turning out products 
indefinitely. In other cases, the 
very preservation of natural 
resources — the assurance that 
they will still exist for the ser­ 
vice of generations yet unborn 
—demands tax policies which 
differ in some respects from 
the norm. 
Timber is a prime example 
here. The need is to meet 
the current demand for wood 
products and also guarantee 
the future existence of timber 
stands. This very vital need is 
met by tree farming through 
which 
new growth equals or 
even exceeds the cut. But the 
tree farm er faces a very spe­ 
cial problem. His trees are not 


marketable for long periods 
of time — perhaps 80 to 100 
years. Meanwhile, costs go on. 
So tree farming is dependent 
on tax laws which recognize 
this fact and provide the nec­ 
essary inducements. 
There is no favoritism or 
special provilege in such areas 
of tax policy. It must consider, 
see and deal with things as 
they are—to the long-term en­ 
richment of the nation.

Walter Act (Public Law 414): 
“ We have found none which

He suggests that such 
delegation of legislative powers 
is “ unwarranted and uncon­ 
stitutional," and asks; “ Is this 
not a Congressional responsi­ 
bility, a.id does this not infringe 
on the rights and prerogatives 
of Congress?" 
We think it is such an in­ 
fringement and another power 
grab of the most dangerous 
sort. And we think that millions 
of citizens, not just a handful, 
who want to protect their ebb­ 
ing freedoms - who do not 
want to fling wide our gates 
indiscriminately to the jobless 
of the world, to new cadres

Never in all our history as a 
free people has there been so 
great a need for good men to 
stand up on their two feet, 
square their shoulders, and in 
a courteous manner, say what 
they really think.

WASHINGTON — 
Probably 
there are no more than 10,000 
Klansmen 
in all the Klans 
throughout the United States. 
This is very few compared with 
the post-Civil War days when 
Klan membership ran over 
a 
million, or the days immediate­ 
ly following World War I when 
the 
Klan became 
a great 
political force as far north as 
Ohio, 
Indiana, New 
Jersey, 
Maryland 
and even abolition­ 
ist Kansas. 
Today the Klan would have 
little influence in the south 
were it not for three facts: 
1. Its terror squads, which 
bomb, beat and kill by night; 
and whose meml>ers seem im­ 
mune to jury conviction. 
2. A great deal of financial 
support and sympathy for non- 
Klansrnen such as members of 
the White Citizens Councils. 
It's estimated that the Klan 
has about 100,000 supporters 
and sympathizers who aid it on 
the side without actually being 
members. 
3. Certain high-placed politi­ 
cians who give the Klan tacit 
support. 
Gov. George Wallace of Ala­ 
bama, for instance, has the 
strong support of the Klan and 
has never renounced it. His 
predecessor, Gov. John Pat­ 
terson, also had Klan support, 
and Imperial Wizard Robert 
Shelton of the United Klans was 
sometimes seen in the Alabama 
state capitol. 
Even Dean Burch, chairman 
of the Republican National Com­ 
mittee 
during 
the Goldwater 
campaign, and Rep. William 
Miller of New York, candidate 
for vice president on the Re­ 
publican ticket, stated last year 
that they would not refuse Klan 
support. The tacit okay of such 
high - placed politicians gives 
the Klan a certain amount of 
prestige 
which 
otherwise it 
would not have.

THE KLAN'S OPPONENTS 
On the other hand, Attorney 
General Richmond Flower 
of 
Alabama has been waging 
a 
campaign against the Klan; also 
Gov. Carl Sanders of Georgia. 
Another Georgia governor, El­ 
lis Arnall, was one of the first 
to oppose the Klan publicly, and 
was even willing to stand on the 
steps of the Georgia state capi­ 
tol in Atlanta to Introduce me 
when I accepted the Klan's chal­ 
lenge to come to Georgia. To­ 
day Arnall is running for gov­ 
ernor again and has the support 
of the Georgia power structure 
and many other political groups. 
The Klan, of course, is opposing 
him. 
In Louisiana the Klan is bit­ 
terly opposed to Sen. Russell 
Long, Democratic senate whip, 
and to Rep. Hale Boggs, Demo­ 
cratic house whip in Washing­ 
ton. Boggs voted for the Negio 
voting rights bill. On the other 
hand, the Klan supports Sen. 
Allen Ellender of Louisiana, 
who 
threatened 
to filibuster 
against this bill. 
One former Klansman, who 
has kept me posted regarding 
inner Klan workings, states: 
"The Klan has already sent 
word down to destroy Sen. Long 
and 
Hale 
Boggs 
politically. 
Some of their killers would 
kill both of these men if they 
were sure that no jury would 
convict them ." 
However, 
the new 
voting 
strength of Negroes in the south 
is beginning to change the atti­ 
tude of some law enforcement 
officers. 
In Natchez, Miss., chief of 
police J. T. Robinson, once re ­ 
ported to be a Klan sympathiz­ 
e r, now leans over backward to 
prevent Klan violence. Today 
there are 5,000 Negroes reg­ 
istered as voters in the city 
of Natchez. The population of 
Natchez is 12,000 white 
and 
11,000 Negroes, and if all the 
Negroes 
register, 
they can 
swing the balance of voting 
power. At present, Negroes are 
pushing the registration drive 
as hard as they can, but are 


being held down by local regis­ 
tra rs, who will register only 
nine an hour. 


OUTSIDE KLAN SUPPORT 
How the Klan is strengthened 
by non-member support is il­ 
lustrated by the situation 
at 
McComb, Miss., where Phil 
Brady is the city selectman in 
charge of police. Brady, a vig­ 
orous believer in white suprem­ 
acy, introduced the Imperial 
Wizard of 
the Klan Konklave 
on the county fair grounds a 
year ago last summer. To have 
a Klan sympathizer in charge 
of the city police has inevitable 
impact upon the police when it 
comes to Klan arrests and civil 
rights law enforcement. And to 
have that selectman appear pub­ 
licly with the Klan strengthens 
the Klan even more. 
Another strong 
supporter of 
the Klan is millionaire oil man 
Emmett Thornhill of McComb. 
Thornhill, once a member of 
the Klan, told me: “ Pve been 
out of that outfit ever since 
they dropped the first three 
bombs. Let the law handle it, 
not the Klan." 
However, Thornhill added that 
the local Klan had now merged 
with the United Klans of Ameri­ 
ca, which he described as " a 
fine 
organization." 
And he 
clearly showed his support for 
the Klan by paying for the ad­ 
vertising and the radio broad­ 
cast of Imperial Wizard Bob 
Shelton when he came to ad­ 
dress 
a crowd 
at the fair 
grounds in McComb in 1964. 
Thornhill can well afford to put 
up a little money of this kind 
since his income is reported to 
be $360,000 a year. He told me 
that his son's income was $28,- 
000 a month. 
"You mean $28,000 a year?" 
1 said, thinking I 
had m is­ 
understood. 
"No, 
$28,000 
a 
month," 
Thornhill corrected. 
These are some of the politi­ 
cians and financial backers who 
make the Ku Klux Klan far more 
effective than its small mem­ 
bership would otherwise merit. 


Longshoremen Launch Pro- — 
Viet Drive to Dwarf Neutral­ 
ist Parades and Draft Card 
Burnings 
NEW YORK: — The postcard 
from Thailand was not exactly 
of the “ having wonderful tim e" 
type. 
“ Had to land in Bangkok," 
said the card. “ The ILA (In­ 
ternational 
Longshoremen's 
Assn.) nearly had a new presi­ 
dent. Could not land because of 
gunfire. Will leave here today. 
Teddy." 
The card, 
addressed 
to in­ 
tense, terse John Bowers, ILA 
executive vice president, was 
from his colleague and presi­ 
dent, Ted Gleason. Later he did 
fly through the ack-ack into 
Saigon for the State Dept. 
Gleason, for almost 50 years 
an old wharf hand, has been 
moving up and down the South 
Vietnamese coast surveying the 
Southeast Asian seaports, ex­ 
amining 
the 
ancient 
docks, 
watching the tortured inflow of 
the millions of tons needed to 
move and feed an army and 
rehabilitate a war - ripped na­ 
tion. 
Few Americans know cargo 
slinging as does “ Teddy." After 
he 
returns 
to report 
to the 
Pentagon and State Dept, on 
what’s needed for the shifting 
of this vast tonnage into a tiny 
nation over ancient piers, he'll 
dispatch cadres of volunteer un­ 
ion longshoremen to show the 
South Vietnamese what modern 
stevedoring really means. 
But, really, Teddy Gleason 
will be doing more than that. 
He will be giving the living lie 
to the Sino-Soviet propaganda 
charge that the people of Ameri­ 
ca are with the draft card burn­ 
ers and Viet Cong friendship 
committees, which positively 
were scattered through many 
“ peace" parades the other Sat­ 
urday. 
Behind Gleason are powerful 
labor 
leaders reflecting 
the 
mood of millions of their fol­ 
lowers. This will be evident on 
Thursday, October 28. Then, 
labor’s high command will meet 
in special session in the national 
AFL-CIO headquarters across 
from the White House. 
Labor leaders always have 
business - as - usual. But out 
of the routine will come a drive 
to show the world and especially 
the Sino-Soviet strategists that 
the street demonstrators do not 
speak for the people of America. 
This Executive Council ses­ 
sion is the final one before the 
national AFL-CIO convention 
scheduled to open in San Fran­ 
cisco on Dec. 9. The Oct. 28 


one-day meeting will formalize 
the plans to turn the convention 
— representing over 13 million 
— into a mass rally in support 
of U. S. commitments in South 
Viet Nam. 
The handful of labor leaders 
who have been marching with 
the friends of the Viet Cong’s 
National Liberation Front will 
have their chance to sound off 
before their peers. But the odds 
are they won't stand up and be 
counted. 
Nor do they seem eager to get 
out to Saigon amidst the anti­ 
aircraft fire and terro rists' 
plastic bombs. But there is a 
move now to have 
the labor 
movement 
itself be counted 
specifically — and by the mil­ 
lions. Ted Gleason's colleague, 
John Bowers, personally saw a 
draft card burning the other 
day. So did several longshore­ 
men. They went to their leader 
and suggested he start collect­ 
ing signatures to show where 
the dockwallopers stand. He did. 
There now are almost 5f000 
workers’ names on the scrolls 
which will be trundled down to 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
— 5,000 names, and endless 
thousands more to come, 
of 
embittered workers, whose am­ 
bitions are to stash away a 
few dollars here, a few bucks 
there, so “ the kids can go to 
college some day." 


And they wonder why the ed­ 
ucated, more privileged young­ 
sters seem to spurn the land 
which gave them such ease and 
luxury and freedom from fear. 
For John Bowers this is just 
the beginning. He will seek mil­ 
lions of signatures — first in 
New York among the Central 
Labor Council’s one million 
members and then amongst the 
millions of others. 
It is vital, he says, that the 
young cubs who sound so much 
like lions in the street do not 
appear 
to be the voice 
of 
America. More vital now, per­ 
haps, than is realized. 
Soon 10 South Vietnamese la­ 
bor leaders will visit Washing­ 
ton and other U. S. cities. 
What they see and hear they 
will report back to the war- 
torn peoples of their home­ 
land. 
If these 10 men return and say 
that 
the working people 
of 
America are not with them, the 
working people in the cities and 
out on the land in all Southeast 
Asia will lose heart and faith. 
And free peoples will lose 
a 
continent. 
And as the Nazis used to say 
—tomorrow the world.

“ Shopper-mobility'* is a term of critical 
meaning to the modern retailer. 
The ability of the consumer to move quickly 
and easily to distant shopping centers affects 
the survival of nearly every retail firm. It 
should be a major factor to consider in the 
planning and preparation of retail advertising. 
Good advertising is the best insurance a local 
retailer has that increased shopper-mobility 
will be a blessing rather than a portent of 
disaster. 
The American retailer in every trade center 
has more prospective customers, with more 
money to spend, than at any time in history. 
However, the prospect can travel ten miles 
almost as easily as he can travel ten blocks. 
Advertising can, and does, move the shopper 
ten to fifty miles from his home. It may more 
easily keep him at home. 
“ Shop at home" pleas by the local newspaper 
cannot have much effect unless the advertising 
of local merchants provide proof that local 
goods are competitve in price and quality. 
The shopper, like the merchant, is primarily 
interested in his personal welfare. He passes 
up the local retailer only when he supposes 
that he wrill gain by moving to other areas.

Just how unstable and foolish a government 
in one of these emerging nations can be is 
illustrated by India when the late Jawaharial 
Nehru's government tried to keep knowledge 
of border violations by the Communist China 
from the Indian parliament and the Indian people. 
This secrecy was committed in the name of 
eternal friendship with the People’s Republic 
in China. 
It is difficult to help a nation that persists 
in being both secretive and silly and they aren't 
much of a threat to anyone except themselves.

Do the Old Testam ent prophets 
have a m essage for modern 
man? 
Ezekiel had a m essage for his 
people. The m essage was con» 
ditioned by the problem s and 
circum stances of his era, but 
the substance of the m essage Is 
valid now. it is valid l>ecause he 
preached, not his own word, but 
the word of God. 
In reading Ezekiel, we must 
determ ine what he meant in the 
sixth century B .C ., and then ask 
what he means when he is read 
today. In sum m ary, chapters 
1-24 announce the approaching 
fall of Jerusalem ; chapters 25- 
32 contain prophecies against 
foreign nations; and chapters 
33-48 describe the future res­ 
toration of Israel. 
One day Ezekiel took a soft 
mud brick and drew on it an 
outline of the city of Jerusalem . 
Around the city he sketched 
battering-ram s and other in­ 
strum ents of war. Then he sat 
before the picture and took his 
m eals, rationing his food as if 
It were a tim- of hunger caused 
by a long siege. 
He was dem onstrating 
what 
would happen to Jerusalem If 
Israel did not return to God. 
Finally, as a last grim pic­ 
ture of the end, he went into 
mourning and shaved his head, 
as of lamenting in anticipation 
of the many who would lose their 
lives 
if Jerusalem 
were be­ 
sieged. 
This som ber prophesy went 
unheeded. The people persisted 
in believing that no harm could 
come to Jerusalem 
and the 
Temple. They were, however, 
deeply mistaken. 
The book of Ezekiel cannot be 
understood unless it is read in 
the light of the tim es in which 
it was written. Nor can it be 
fully understood unless it is 
read in the light of our own 
tim es. It is not sim ply an his­ 
torical 
account. 
It 
contains 
many 
an enduring m essage, 
which is as applicable to our 
own day as it was to the peo­ 
ple in the time of Ezekiel.

FISH-HUNT COMBO 
About the tim e when fishing 
sta rts getting good again, along 
comes a m allard or honker to 
spoil the fun. Rods 
are ex­ 
changed for scatterguns quicker 
than it takes a bass to bust a 
lure, and fishin’s pushed out of 
the outdoors picture for a while. 
It’s unfortunate so much fish­ 
ing is neglected for there’s a 
great opportunity awaiting the 
man who takes both rod and gun 
into the field. 
Fish and waterfowl have a lot 
in common, at least from the 
sportsm an’s point of view. They 
both are taken around the sam e 
habitat— w ater. This happy oc­ 
curence means that it is pos­ 
sible to enjoy hunting and fish­ 
ing on the sam e trip. . .even 
the sam e day. 
Let’s suppose you head out to 
a m arsh for a day’s shoot. 
The dawn breaks clear and 
still, and the morning warms 
until your “ longjohns” are un­ 
com fortable. After the early 
feeding flight, “ blue bird” sky 
conditions prevail, and there’ll 
be little activity until evening. 
Instead of straining your eye­ 
balls 
for distant specks that 
aren’t there, why not crank up 
the motor and visit a few loca­ 
tions where warming conditions 
are bringing the fish to life. 
For many hunters, these sam e 
m arsh- and w ater-lands 
are 
the sam e areas fished e a rlie r 
in the season. Thus, it’s m erely 
a simple chore to dunk a bait 
in fam iliar territo ry . 
At this season your chances 
of getting fish are exceptionally 
good. And, even if you fail to 
score with a shotgun, you’ll 
have a successful day and re­ 
turn home with meat for the pot. 
So, take this advice, and pack 
some fishing gear in with your 
hunting duffle. If the birds aren’t 
accommodating, 
fishing m a y 
make it up.

Hunting Better 


COLUMBIA—M issouri’s 1965 
rabbit season, the most popular 
p art of which is yet to come, 
ought to be a good one. 
Kenneth Sadler, biologist for 
the Conservation Department, 
said rabbit-hunting success is 
expected to be slightly better 
than last year on a statewide 
basis. 
Rabbit populations are studied 
in eight regions of M issouri. 
In six of these eight, popula­ 
tions are higher now than they 
w ere last year. The regions are 
drawn according to types of 
land and kind of wildlife found 
in them. 
The rabbit population through­ 
out the state is 14 per cent 
higher than last year, although 
the regions vary as much as 64 
per cent from last year’s popu­ 
lation. 
The population in the Ozark 
Plateau region is up 48 per 
cent from last year’s figure, 
but with a very low rabbit popu­ 
lation to begin with, the hunting 
there ought to lie no more than 
fair. In the M ississippi Low­ 
lands region, the population Is 
64 per cent lower than last 
year, with last year’s popula­ 
tion reported extrem ely low. 
The population in the W estern 
P rairie region is up 44 per 
cent 
this year. Last year’s 
population was also very high, 
so the hunting outlook in that 
region is expected to be excel­ 
lent. 
Another very good 
hunting 
region this year will be the 
W estern Ozark Border, where 
the increase is not great but 
where the population remained 
near last season’s extrem e high 
count. 
The Northwest P rairie region 
of the 
state should 
offer 
m oderate 
hunting 
success, 
while good hunting may be ex­ 
pected In the Northern River- 
breaks and the Northeast Rlver- 
breaks. The North and East 
Ozark Border, near St. Louis 
in the area South of the M is­ 
so u ri River is expected to yield 
only 
moderate hunting suc­ 
cess this fall, Sadler said. 
He said heavy rains in many 
parts of the state may cause 
local variations in the popula­ 
tion of rabbits and in hunting 
success. Regions reported to 
have 
high population 
may, 
therefore, 
contain 
sm aller 
a reas where hunting will be 
poor. 
The M issouri rabbit season 
opened Mry 30 and will continue 
to next March 1.

A recent aerial survey showed 
there were some 79,000 ducks, 
50,480 blue geese, 75,720 snow 
geese, and 3,000 Canada geese 
in the zone. 
The statewide goose season 
will be Oct. 20 to Dec. 3 and 
Dec. 22 to Jan. 15, except in 
the Squaw Creek and Swan Lake 
zones. 
The Swan Lake zone 
season will be Oct. 20 to Dec. 
28.

lim its are five geese, includ­ 
ing no more than two Canadas 
or whitefronts or one of each, 
except in the Squaw Creek zone 
where the dally lim it of Canadas 
is on.

QUESTION: Would you say 
that our unions show that "lack 
of a labor conscience*' rather 
habitually in their attitude to* 
wards inconvenient public laws? 
Dr. Leo Wolman, professor of 
economics, 
Columbia 
Uni* 
versity, charges that unions 
have taken — and been conceded 
- a position beyond the law. 
He complains of a ‘'wrong pub* 
lie policy and the incapacity or 
unwillingness of 
public 
of­ 
ficials to enforce simple laws 
— state, local, and federal •* 
when they apply to organized 
labor.** Roscoe Pound, 
too, 
former dean of Harvard Uni­ 
versity Law School, and one of 
America’ s most respected legal 
authorities, complains of "the 
substantially general privileges 
and immunities of labor unions 
and their members and 
of­ 
ficials to commit wrongs to 
person and property, to inter­ 
fere with the use of highways, 
to break contracts, to deprive 
individuals of the means 
of 
earning a livelihood, 
to con­ 
trol the 
activities 
of the 
individual workers and their 
local organizations by national 
organizations 
centrally 
and 
arbitrarily 
administered be­ 
yond the reach of state law. . . 
things which no one else can do 
with impunity.'* Among 
the 
licenses 
they assume 
are 
"Interference by pickets with 
streets and highways, 
which 
would be a nuisance if done by 
ordinary people. . . assaults 
on drivers, and overturning of 
trucks and breaking of windows 
and destruction of carts, and for 
that matter bombing of shops 
and houses and throwing of tear 
bombs, for which there is no 
legal remedy.*’ (In the midst 
of this m ass law lessness, we 
are reminded that the AFL- 
CIO lias a "very detailed code 
of ethics” ! Unfortunately, how­ 
ever, the code, while concerning 
itself with Fascism , Commu­ 
nism, and offenses against union 
members, says nothing about 
strikes and picket line conduct, 
or the multiple other offenses 
against the public order that 
we have Just pointed out.) 
QUESTION: Would you say also 
that secularism 
and hostility 
towards the management com­ 
monly go together? 
The worst thing I have ever 
heard in that matter was said 
in the Commonweal (June 15, 
1956, p. 271), very friendly to 
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unions. The passage runs as 
follows: "Many times it is dif­ 
ficult not to get the impres­ 
sion during labor-management 
negotiations that the workers 
cannot wait to go out on strike 
and are reluctant to go back to 
work. It has been pointed out 
that men strike not so much for 
better wages, hours and condi­ 
tions, but simply to express 
their deep hatred of their em­ 
ployers, their work and their 
way of life.” 
I think that in all fairness, 
such facts as those should be 
considered when we hear of 
employers being unwilling to 
see their plants unionized. Re­ 
membrance 
of 
such 
union 
animosity should prevent 
one 
from making such charges as 
the following, made and 
re­ 
peated by clerical champions of 
unionism: "It is not at all un­ 
common that Catholic employ­ 
ers are as bitterly anti-union 
as non-Catholics who lack the 
directive norms of the Church. 
In other words, most Catholic 
businessmen . . .look on labor 
unions as *an intrusion on the 
sacred prerogatives of manage­ 
ment'.”

The Executive 
Board of UNICEF has been in 
session, analyzing population 
trends, evaluating current proj­ 
ects, receiving 
requests 
for 
aid, and discussing plans to 
provide 
help 
for needy chil­ 
dren in 118 countires, from 
Afghanistan to Zambia. 
Certain 
things 
are already 
known 
about 
1966. 
Ap­ 
proximately 115 million babies 
will be born during the year, 
and the number of children 
under 15 will have grown to 
about one billion, 200 million. 
There will be approximately 900 
million children living in the 
developing countries, making 
up better than 40% of the total 
population of these countries. 
TWELVE MILLION WILL DIE 
Most of these children will 
start life under severe handi­ 
caps, lacking what people in 
other countries consider basic 
necessities—such as sufficient 
food 
to 
maintain 
vigorous 
health, and sufficient education 
to prepare 
them 
for useful 
Ives. 
Over 500 million of 
.hem will be suffering from 
malnutrition during 1966, and 
lbout 12 million of them will 
actually die during the year 
from hunger or disease. 
In 
many countries, of those who 
live, only half will ever set 
foot inside a school—and of 
those who do, many will re­ 
ceive only two or three years 
of primary school education. 
UNICEF will be actively at 
work on over 540 projects to 
help 
these 
children, 
in 118 
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CAIRO — The Cairo board- 
of 
education 
Monday night 
adopted a resolution placing 
it on record in favor of 
a 
junior college district being 
formed in the five-county area 
of Alexander, Pulaski, Union, 
Massac and Johnson. 
Following 
adoption of the 
resolution, a committee 
was 
appointed to work with other 
school officials in the five- 
county area to organize a Junior 
college district. Board mem­ 
bers Jim FTanary 
and Buddy 
Miller were appointed, along 
with Supt. of Schools Harold 
Mescher. 
Organizational efforts 
have 
been underway several weeks 
primarily 
spearheaded 
by 
school 
administrators 
and 
board members. 
A new state statute makes it 
mandatory for a school district, 
starting in 1966, to pay tuition 
costs for any high school grad­ 
uate who wishes to attend 
a 
junior college. School districts 
were authorized to levy 
a 
special tax for these tuitions. 
If a junior college district is 
formed that complies with min­ 
imum standards of assessed 
valuations and population, the 
state will finance up to 75 per­ 
cent of the cost of the new col­ 
lege. 
Some school officials in lower 
Southern 
Illinois have become 
concerned that this area would 
be annexed by larger 
Junior 
college districts that are being 
formed in adjacent areas. 
Mescher told the Cairo board 
that the Junior a lle g e move­ 
ment for the five-county area 
was progressing on schedule 
with a steering committee at 
the five-county level expected 
to be in operation by Nov. 30. 
Shortly after this, voters in 
the district must decide whether 
to form the district. 
Mescher said that by 1970 
it was expected that only junior 
and senior students will be ac­ 
cepted into most major col­ 
leges —mainly due to lack of 
facilities. The junior college 
is the only answer to solve

YOUNGEST MOST NEEDY 
UNICEF 
has 
helped many 
countries 
make 
spectacular 
gains in disease control in re­ 
cent years, and now hopes — 
in the next few years—to make 
corresponding 
progress 
in 
solving other major problems 
that afflict the world’s neediest 
children. People in the develop­ 
ing 
countries 
have 
asked 
UNICEF to take an increased 
interest in such matters as 
housing, recreational facilities,' 
social services like day care 
groups for small children, and 
community centers with special 
activities for youth groups. 
Young children between the 
ages of one 
and six are in 
particularly great need of help 
at present, and UNICEF intends 
to give special attention to this 
group during the coming year. 
Too large to be brought by their 
mothers to “ baby clinics,” and 
too young to go to school ( even 
if schools are available), chil­ 
dren in this age range are more 
neglected than any others, and 
now have a high malnutrition 
and death rate. 
BUDGET WILL SHRINK 
The year 1966 will be an im­ 
portant 
one 
for 
UNICEF in 
another respect, too. Maurice 
Pate, its founder and Executive 
Director during the nineteen 
years of its existence, died in 
1965. 
So this year will begin 
a 
new 
epoch 
under 
a new 
director, Henry Richardson La- 
bouisse, formerly 
the United 
States Ambassador to Greece. 
Special field studies are now 
being prepared in every part of 


the world, to give 
the new 
director 
and his 
Executive 
Board the opportunity to review, 
analyze and assess, In 1966, 
all of the UNICEF-alded family 
and child welfare projects and 
milk conservation programs. 
Future plans will undoubtedly 
be affected by this world-wide 
study. 
For an organization of its 
scope and influence, UNICEF 
operates on an extremely small 
budget, and it is entirely de­ 
pendent on volunatry contribut­ 
ions — from governments and 
private citizens—to meet that 
budget. Unfortunately, predic­ 
tions are that this budget will 
have to shrink a little in 1966- 
while the world's problems will 
continue to Increase. 
UNICEF expects to spend ap­ 
proximately 
$34,000,000 
In 
1966. 
This sum represents 
less than one-third of the total 
value of its projects, because— 
in 
accordance 
with 
its 
established policy of “ matching 
funds” —the assisted govern­ 
ments always contribute local 
supplies, buildings, andpersOn- 
nel worth more than twice the 
amount of the aid contributed 
to them. So the total value of 
UNICEF’s 1966 projects will 
probably be around $150 mil­ 
lion. 
But at the present rate 
of requests, this amount will 
be 
far from adequate. 
Re­ 
quests for aid are coming into 
UNICEF’s offices more rapidly 
than the financial contributions 
on which the needed aid depends. 
HELP VS. ARMAMENT 
UNICEF 
is 
the 
only in­ 
ternational agency concentrat­ 
ing exclusively on the welfare 
of children—and the future of 
the world, which will be in 
the hands of those children in 
just a few decades. This thought 
may be worth keeping in mind 
on Halloween, when some 3.5 
million American boys and girls 
in about 13,000 communities 
participate in UNICEF’s vital 
Trick or 
Treat 
program. 
Colorfully 
garbed 
in 
traditionally spooky costumes, 
they 
will ring 
doorbells in 
small, well supervised groups. 
Their chant, “ Trick or Treat 
for UNICEF,” will mean that 
they are asking for pennies 
for the world’s sick and hungry 
children, rather than for candy 
for themselves. 
Many of them may be too young 
to make a calculation, but the 
simple fact of the matter is 
that UNICEF sp en d ^ e ss in a 
whole year to help millions 
ipon millions of needy children 
and mothers than the govern- 
ment'- of the world spend on 
arm .. »ents in two hours of a 
single day.

KENNETT --T he Kennett city 
council has passed a resolution 
approving the annexation 
of 
property owned by C. E. Akers 
and Winfred Rather Into the city 
limits. The property is located 
on the east side of Starnes 
Street. 
A motion to table the reso­ 
lution was deadlocked with a 
4-4 tie, but was broken by 
Mayor Sol Astrachan who voted 
against the tabling 
proposal. 
The resolution then passed by 
a 5-3 vote. Voting to annex were 
councilmen Loren Smith, Har- 
dle Craft, 
Thurman Tinker, 
John Scott and Bill Martin. Vot­ 
ing not to annex were Council­ 
men Eddie Roden, Arthur Bell 
and Wayne Chailland. Council­ 
man O. K. Hulse did not vote. 
A resolution will be filed In 
circuit court for a declaratory 
judgment, requesting an elec­ 
tion date for Kennett citizens 
to vote on whether to take 
the area into the city limits. 
Both property owners have re ­ 
quested annexation. 
Mayor 
Astrachan informed 
the council that city property 
valuations for 1965 have de­ 
creased $82,250 from last year. 
The 1964 assessm ents totaled

the May said: 
“ The attached list of valua­ 
tions reflects the first decrease 
In the total valuations of the 
city of Kennett in more than 
15 years.
